there U no such breed lu France

the use ot the word Is Incorrect

Pcrcherou Is a distinct breed and

several othor distinct draft breeds

France as the lioulonnals Breton PI 
cardy nnd Pottou 
but there Is no Nor¬ 
man breed

When 
you wean the colt glvu him 
plenty of oats 
and he will go through 
all right but no other grain will take 
the place of oats 
Vatteninjr Iloira on Cottonseed Meal 
lu fattening hogs on cottonseed ineL 
sajs Farm and Kaucb 
dont add any 
wheat bran but corn chops will be ab¬ 
solutely necessary 
The wheat bran li 
too lllllug 
in its effect 
and not rich 
enough 
In nourishing 
material for fat 
tening hogs 
Use one part of cotton 
seed meal to four parts of corn chops 
well soured 
and give as a thin slop 
Wuent Drum 
Good Far IoU

Is very suitable as a supple 
mentary concentrated food for weaned 
foals

There Is nothing better than 
a little brau for mixing with the crush 
ed oats wheu

Dry 
corn

better results than

dry grain 
Oats prove a satisfactory 
ration wheu 
given to fattening lambs 
but It requires about 25 per cent more 
oats than corn for a given 
gain 
It 
requires ubout twico as much corn as 
bran for lambs 
Hoots should 
be fed 
In combination 
with grain 
A ration 
of equal parts corn and oats or two 
parts oats to one ot corn 
fed with 
roots 
Is an economical 
ration for fat 
tening lambs
